WASHINGTON (AP) —,Thc So- 


viet Union's threat lo attack any 
foreign airfield used , by _ a plane 
flying over her territory was seen 
here today as part of a deter- 
mined effort to keep secret her 
relocation of missile bases. 


American analysts of Soviet af- 


fairs said that is the significance 
of a speech Monday by Marshal 
Rodion Mahnovsky at a Kremlin 
meeting of Communist workers. 
It follows similar warnings by So-

bases by spy planes.
